After the expiry of  _years from the regiftration

_ procefs of reduction of the verdid of the jury, or for 
amending the fame in the Court of Seffion, and .thall 
fail in fuch procels, fich party profecuting fhall be Jiable 
to the other party in expences, which it fhall 
aot be Jawful forthe faid Court of Seflion to modify.

gruund for claiming relief from any part of the cefs or 
land tax payable by him in refpect thereof, either where 
fuch mill {tood feparately valued in the cefs books, or 
where it, was included'in a joint. or cumulo valuation 
"with other parts of his property, and for the fame rea- 
fon, that it fhall not in any ways affect or’ impair any 
right of freehold, or qualification to eleé&t or be elected 
as, a member of parliament, arifing from or founded 
upon it, either where the mill, with its mill: lands and 
multures, of itfelf affords fuch qualification in refpect of 
its valuation or old extent, or where it makes part of 
a tenement which forms fuch qualification either on its 
valuation, or as feparately retoured, of an extent fuf- 
ficient for that purpofe.

forth the fituation of the mill‘and lands, or the ground 
of declinature-of the fheriif, and praying the court, or 
the Lord Ordinary on the bills, to appoint either the 
therift of any of the neighbouring counties, or fome other 
proper perfon, as’ theriff in hac parte, for the {pecial 
purpofe of fupplying the want of jurifdicion in the Judge 


ner before directed ; which bill or petition, after being 
duly intimated to the adverfe party, hall be confidered 
by the court’ or the Lord Ordinary on the bills, and 
they are hereby authorized and empowered (if they 
find fufficient caufe for fo doing, to appoint either the 
theriff of any of the adjacant counties, or any perfon 
they fhall think’ fit, to act as theriff in hac parte for’ 
the purpofes aforefaid ; and the perfon fo named hall 
have all the powers hereby committed to the theriff of 
the county in fimilar cafes. 

Provided always, and it is hereby exprefsly enaéted 
and declared, That nothing hereinbefore contained fhall 
apply to the cafe where a permanent annual payment, 
either in-money or grain, is already fixed or eftablifhed, 
under the name of dry multure, in lieu of the fervitude 
of thirlage ; but referving neverthelefs to either party, 
as well the proprietor of the dominant as of the fervient 
tenement, to apply, in manner hereinbefore directed, for 
commuting or compenfating, by fuch fixed annual pay- 
ment as hereinbefore mentioned, all mill fervices and o- 
ther preftations and reftriGtions, if any fuch are exigible, 
over and abovesthe fum of money or grain payable in 
name of dry multure as .aforefaid.

The frigate thus deftroyed had been launched a very 
fhort time. A great concourfe of people were collect- 
ed on the fhore, to view the engagement. 

By the Lifbon mail which arrived on Wednefilay, 
we have letters from on board Lord St Vincent’s ficet, 
off Cadiz, of the 17th ult. which flate the very unex- 
pected return there of Rear Admiral Nelfon, who was 
fuppofed to have gone up the Mediterranean. He re- 
joined the fleet with all the fhips that had been placed 
under his command, after having victualled and well 
ftored them at Gibraltar. 

On the fame day, the Alcmene frigate brought in a 
very valuable Spanith prize from Buenos Ayres. : 

Letters from on board the fleet ftate, that Lord St 
Vincent is much in want of cruizers. ‘There is alfo ra- 
ther a {carcity of frefh provifions. 

At is generally underitood that Lord St Vincent will 
fail with his whole force to meet the ‘Toulon fleet, leav- 
ing the Spaniards to their own optién of putting to fea 
or not. 

Mott of the thips that were on the Irih ftation, under 
Sir Roger Curtis, have flipped away, and have joined 
Earl St Vincent’s fleet, which now confilts of 32 fail 
of the line. 


Thurfday morning arrived a mail from Halifax, 
Sena to Falmouth by the Harlequin. packet in 19 
ays. . 


of May, and arrived at Halifax after a paifage of four 
days, where fhe was detained four more, and then pro- 
ceeded for England. ‘l'here were lying at Halifax his 
Majelty’s thips Afia, La Provoyante, ‘Thifbe, a floop- 
of war, the Venus, and three fail of merchantmen that 
arrived under her convoy, together with two privateers, 
one Spanifh, and the other French, fent into that port 

by Admiral Vandeput, who was cruizing when the 

packet failed. ‘The officers and crews of the {quadron 

were in good health and fpirits. 

Various rumours are afloat on the fubje& of the ‘Tov- 

fon fleet ;—one of this morning is, that an account has | 
been received by a neutral fhip, which {poke ariother off 
Cape St Vincent, ftating, that on the 25th of May the 

whole armament was blocked up in Fiorenza Bay, Cor- 

fica. We mention this fimply as a rumour, perhaps de- 

ferving of little credit.—It was yefterday as confidently 

faid, that an action had taken place, and that the ene- 

my had been defeated with a lofs of five ‘or fix fail of 

the line, on board of one of which was General Buona- 

parte.—No fuch information has been received at the 

t Admiralty. 

Yefterday, in confequence of a previous application 
from different holders of the laft loan, Mr Newland 
went to the Stock Exchange, and announced that the 
Bank would make all the future payments of the-loan 
except the laft; the whole to be redeemable on or be- 
fore the 16th day of November next. 

Laft Thurfday a prefs tender ran on fhore between 
Greenwich and Woolwich, when the Commander 
ordered the hatches to be opened for the prefervation 
of the men, when eleven of them fullied over-board and 
effected their efcape, except one man who ftuck in the 
mud, in confequence of which he was fuffocated. 

The flag of truce which carried over Mr Joberno to 
Oftend, is returned, and brings an account of the death 
of Colonel Campbell of the Guards. Every due ref- 
pect was paid to the memory of this gallant officer— 
his body was interred with all due military honours, 
minute guns being fired from the ramparts of Oftend, 
and a large part of the garrifon attending in proceffion. 
General Coote is not only entirely out of danger, but 
faft recovering from his wounds. 

It is truly thocking to fee the number of elegant wo- 
men and children that are daily landing at Milford from. 
Ireland. They are happy to be received even in the 
out-houfes and kitchen floors. Some have caufed a tent 
to be pitched in a field for their reception. 

The Duke of Richmond, who is uncle to the "de- 
ceafed Lord Edward Fitzgerald, on being yelterday 
informed of his death, went to Leinfter Houfe, and 
brought Lady Edward Fitzgerald home with him to 
his houfe in Spring Gardens, and after cautioufly pre- 
paring her for the intelligence, informed her of the 
death of her hufband. Her Ladythip, notwithftandin 
the prudent precaution of hisGrace, and the molt friend- 
ly and tender attention of her brother-in-law, the Duke 
of Leinfter, who was prefent on the occafion, inftant! 
fainted away, and on her recovery, exclaimed,—* On 
my hufband ! my hufband! give me back my dear, m : 
beloved hufband, the beft of men, the braveft, the aah 
generous of mankind!” She then looked about het 
with an air of wildnefs and diftraGion that brought from

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EXECUTION OF O'COIGLY. 
' MAIDSTONE, JUNE 7. 
_ Mr O’Coigly, lately convicted of high treafon, ba- 
ving been informed yelterday, between four and five a’- 
clock in the afternoon, he was to die this day, recei- 
ved the information without the leaft furprife, or appa- 
rent emotion. He fpent the evening comfortably. 

This moraine he was vilited by a gentleman, whom 
he told that he had been very kindly treated by Mr 
Watfon, the keeper of the prifon, who was more af 
fected, Mr O’Coigly faid, than himfelf, when he ane 
nounced to him the —_ warrant. Being atked if he 
had any communicatiofis to make to any friends, he 
faid he had not, for every arrangement he defired had 
been already made.—He had but one thing upon his 
mind that created any anxiety, and that was from ao 
apprehenfion that he might be mifreprefentgd after his 
death—that he had been grieved to hear that a {peech 
had fome days ago been cried about as his dying {peech 
—he was anxious to be faithfully reported, and thar 
was all he wifhed. 

Ata quarter after eleven he was brought out of pri- 
fon, placed upon a hurdle, drawn by two horfes, pre- 
ceded by the theriff’s men, and efcorted by a comparly 
of about 200 of the Maidftone volunteers. The pro- 
ceflion moved flowly to the place of execution on Pen- 
endon Heath, about a mile from the town. When ar- 
rived at the place of execution, he exchanged a few 
words with the Catholic Prieft who attended him, and 
then he read his prayers ftom.a.Roman Catholic prayer 
book in Latin, which he performed with great fluency 
and eafe ; he fang a verfe in the pfalms in Englith. He 
then took outan orange, and defired a gentleman who 
was neer him to cut it. —* I will thank you, Sir,” faid 
he, * to cut this orange for mes here, take) my knife 
(pulling out a pen-knife) ; it was faid they were afraid 


dying in this manner.” He then turned round to the 
keeper of the prifon, and faid, **God blefs you, Mr 
Warfon, you have been very kind and civil to me.” He 
then afcended the {caffold. 

From the whole of his deportment, it appeared that 
he neither wifhed to make a vain parade of courage, 
nor to fhew the leaft fymptom of weaknefs, and he met 
death as firmly and decently as any human being ever 
did, or can do. 

Being tied to the gallows, Mr O’Coigley then ad-

They alfo made an attempt upon Duncannon Fort, 
about 12 miles from New Rofs, and were repulfed, and 
their chief faid to be killed. He is the brother of the 
French General Clerk who was feat to Vienna by the 
French Direétory to conduct the negociation. 
Tocsins, or alarm-bells, are to be immediately put 
up in the different parts of this city. There are alrea- 
dy two affixed at the corner of Cavendifh-row, near the 
mail, and another in Frederick {treet Rutland-{quare. 
Captain Duncany of the artillery, who received a 
wound in che ation under General Watrote, killed 
the affailant with his own hand.
